"Washington, Oct, 11 1921 


My Dear Miss Freeds.— 
"Your letters among others that 


come to me, suggest a widespread 
misapprehension as to the aims 
of 


the conference on'limitation of arma- 
ments. In my letter of October Fifth 
1 said to you: 'I think I ought to cor- 
rect your impression about the ex- 
pecttaeion of universal disarmament. 
It is very erroneous even to suggest 
that we contemplate going so far as 
mat. 
If we can get a reasonable lim- 


itation we shall think that things have 
been accomplished ' 


"You replied that my letter seemed 


to bring- a message of hopelessness to 
thost seeking universal disarmament 
and asked me to explain reasonable 
limitation. 


"By reasonable limitation T mean 


something practicable that there is a 
chance to accomplish, rather than an 
ideal that thtre would be no chanca 
to realize. 
It is necessary to deal 


with actualities; to do the best pos- 
sidle. Universal disarmament would 
bo beyond hope of realization; even 
its desirability at this time might 
well be questioned. 
Thousands 
of 


jcars of history recording the wars 
and controversies of mankind suggest 
disarmament possible 
A considera- 


tion of tht present state of the world 
must, I think, enforce the conclusion 
that this is not a hopeful time to un- 
dertake that kind of revolution. 


"On the other hand, a world with 


the horrors 
of recent 
experiences 


seared into its mind and staggering 
under the load of dtbt and armaments 
lias generouslv justifie 
our hope for 


a favorable attitude toward the prac- 
tical effort, the sincere beginning that 
we are attempting. The fine spirit 
in •which the leading nations have re- 
ceived the imitation to meet and con- 
sider these thine:?, is altogether en- 
couragmsr. To undertake the impos- 
sible and fail, might Irave our la.->', 
j-tatc worse, than our first. The atti- 
tude of the nations warrant-? confi- 
dence that v.e -will not fail but rather 
that substantial results •will be ac- 
complished, calculated to lessen tlu 
.mnament burden and to reduce the 
danger of armed conflict 
I feel that 


in such an effort we are entitled to 
the support of all people who would 
be glad—as I can assure you I would 
IIP—to sec still more accomplished if 
possible.
